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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


To the citizens of Ossipee: 


The Planning Board, with the aid of Hans Klunder 
Associates of Hanover, N. H., has undertaken the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive plan for the Town of Ossipee. 
A program such as this is usually divided into three 
stages: 


1. INVENTORY - Basic information about the 
community is gathered which helps to evaluate 
the community’s present environment and its 
potential growth and economic development. 


2. ANALYSIS AND EVALUATION OF PROB- 
LEMS - Existing and potential problems which 
are identified in the inventory stage are evaluated 
in relation of future population and economic 
growth. 


38. THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE PLAN - The 
development of a ‘comprehensive plan includes 
recommendations to correct current and potential 
problems and serve as an overall guide for the 
co-ordinated development of future land uses. 


Ossipee’s planning program is currently in its inven- 
tory stage. During the summer of 1969 a door-to-door 
survey was conducted which obtained information about 
both full time and seasonal residents. This survey included 
a post-paid mail back questionnaire which inquired into 
peoples feelings about ‘their town, its community facilities, 
and its future growth. 


A majority of the residents found Ossipee a good 
place to live because of its scenery, friendly people and 
rural atmosphere. They also found that local government 
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provided the needed services; though quite a few wanted 
better police and fire protection and improved roads. 


58% of the people who answered felt that there was 
no need for additional recreational facilities. Many would 
like to see industrial development to expand the economy 
and diversify job opportunities. A majority of those who 
answered would like to see a slow-to-moderate population 
growth. 


While the returns of the questionnaire was only 198, 
only 25% of the 800 handed out, a small minority indeed, 
it does indicate a certain amount of satisfaction in the 
way the town is being run. Although unheard from is the 
75% “Silent Majority”, if the other 600 questionnaires 
had been returned we would then have a genuine knowl- 
edge of what our fellow towns-people really want from 
their elected officials and other departments under them, 
including the Planning Board. 


Other studies which have been done and are currently 
being reviewed by the Planning Board include Population, 
Existing Land Use and Existing Street and Highways. 
The program because of federal funding, or rather the 
lack of total federal funding at this time, is divided into 
two sections or phases, with the first phase concentrating 
on inventory. Other studies to be included in Phase I will 
be Economic Base, Housing, and Building and Environ- 
mental Study. 


There are public meetings scheduled for 1970, in 
which it is the expressed hope of the Planning Board 
that the “Silent Majority’ will make themselves heard 
and help guide the Planning Board in their plans for the 
future of the Town of Ossipee. 


During the past year Clayton Pollock and Walter 
White resigned as members of the Planning Board and 
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the Selectmen appointed Richard Kinsella and Robert 


Brown to replace them.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. Fre- 
quent rains kept the danger to a minumum and there were 
few violations. Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be 
easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws 
follow: 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. 
This includes household waste burning, even if in an incin- 
erator, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush 
burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a. m. and after 5:00 p. m. 

Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime 
under normal conditions with permission of the District 
Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s prop- 
erty with written permission of the landowner and permis- 
sion of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such 
fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires 
in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained 
from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Per- 
mits are not required in public camp or picnic grounds 
where fireplaces have been built for this purpose. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum 
of $200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 
60 days. 
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2. For kindling a fire by any means willfully or reck- 
lessly that shall endanger woodlands the maximum 
fine is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cook- 
ing fire before leaving it the same penalties as in 
(1) above. 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near 
woodland maximum fine of $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. 
Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.
